2. Claims 52, 59 and 73 are objected to because of the following informalities. The changes 
suggested below are merely to correct grammatical errors and in no way affect the scope of the 
claimed invention. 

In Claim 52, "electrical conductor" (line 3) should be replaced with --electrical 
conductors--. 

In Claim 59, the phrase of "weaving the wrapped non-conductor thread comprises" (line 
3) should be deleted. 

In Claim 73, the phrase of "weaving the at least one. . .conductor comprises" (lines 3-4) 
should be deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required.
